Rvrel. When you have thus fixed upon . 
proper End to aim at in each Action, then con 
der not only what are the lawful Means to be 

uſed in order to this End, but alſo how, and in 
what manner, theſe Means ace beſt to be applied 
and made uſe of, That which is unlawful ought 
got to be done, even for the obtaining of a 
End: And Means, in themſelves good; 
ten failed of Succeſs, for want of Prudence i in 
the Management of them, 
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Rorz II. When you are ſeeking for a good 
End, proper Means, and the right Way of uſing 
them, remember that the Knowledge of all this 
muſt, not reſt in idle Speculation, or plauſible 
Diſcobrſe; but. ought: to be effectually reduced 
to Practice, as often as you have an Opportunity 
for it. That Man who thinks wiſely, and diſ- 
courſes judiciouſly, is never to be excuſed if his 
Practice, when there is Occaſion for it, is not an- 
ſwerable ro his Thoughts and Words. To him 
that knoweth good, and aveth it not, to him it is 
Sin. And that Servant who knew his Lord's Will, 
aud prepared not himſelf, neither did according to 


bis Will, hall be beaten with many Stripes, James 


Iv. 17. Luke xi 47. Take the Sum and Sub- 
france of theſe three Rules in ſhort, Let the 
End you aim at be always good. Be vigorous 
11 making ule of the proper Means for the com- 
paſſing of ſuch an End. And in doing this be 
always very circumſpect. If you proceed after 
this Manner, you will certainly obtain the He 
End you propoſe to yourſelt in the Lite to come: 
And if you fall ſhort of ſome Things which you 
defire in this World, you will have this Comfort, 
that Gop thinks fit to deny them to you, not 
for any Fault of yours, but for other good Rea- 
ſons which he knows, though you do not. 


. IV. Since our Life here is ſhort and un- 


certain, and the Pleaſures of it are always inter- 


mixed with Doubts, Fears, and Sorrows of one 
Kind or other; and ſince afger it, there is a Life 
to come which is to laſt to Eternity; a wiſe Man 
will never propoſe the Joys, Pleaſures, or Pro- 
ſperity of this tranſitory World, as the ultimate 
End of all, cr indeed of any of his Actions; but

Rug V. Since Death is the only unavoidable 
Paſſage into Eternity, a wile Man will make ze 
the conſtant Buſineſs of his Life that he may q 
well, and that Death may prove to him'a Paſſage, 
not into eternal Miſery, but into evexlaſting Hape? 
pineſs. Whoever is careleſs of this, it had been 
much better for him never to have been borne 


Reoulx VI. The only ſure Way thus to die 

and at Peace with Gop, is to live well, tis a 
fooliſh Thing to rely upon what is very mpro- 
perly called a Death-bed Repentance, to which 
Gop has made no Promiſe, Repentance conlilts 
in a Reformation of Life; and what an ab 
Thing is it for a Man to pretend to reform bin 
Life, when his Life itſelf is juft ar an End, 


RuLE VII. To live well is to be conſtantly 
obedient to Gop's Commands, and never willing's 
to do or deſire any Thing that is contrary to any. 
of them. And in order to this you mult be care- 
tul to know what theſe Commands are, and as 
form a right Notion of every. one of them; with-⸗ 
out which you. cannot give due Obedience to 
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6 Russ for the Conduct of Lirs” 
them. For which Reaſon, if you have had the 
Advantage of a good Education, it is your Duty 
to wake yourſelf thoroughly acquainted with the 
Holy Scriptures, where all God's Commands are 
f plainly recorded anc fer forth. If you are wholly 
i illiterate, it is then your Duty to make the beſt 
| — Enquiry you can, what are the ſeveral Things 
which Gep, your ſupreme Lord and Judge, re- 
| quires from you. Hhatſoever Things are true,

Arm yourſelf, and often beg of 
God to arm you, with a fixed and firm Relolu- 
tion, that neither Hope, nor Fear, nor Shame, 
nor Hatred, nor Love of any Perſon or Thing, 
ſhall at any Time prevent you from doing what 
you know to be your Duty, or prevail with you 
to commit what you Know or believe to be a Sin. 
Reaion is the Rudder wherewith you are to ſteer 
your Courſe, and Religion the Compals by which 
you are to guide it: But Reſolution is the Wind 
that mult ſet you forward, without which your 
Sails wilt often flag. Every Morning therefore

Rurr X. Take Care to fix right Principles 
well in your Mind; for want of which Men 
are often inconſiſtent and unſteady in their Ae 
tions, and uneaſy to themfelves and others. And 
when you bave well fixed your Principles, be 
{ure always to ſpeak and act according to chem; 
and never to vary from them for the Sake of 
Party, or any other worldly Confideration. For 
thus doing, Gop, your own Conſcience, and” 
good Men, will approve you: And you ought - 
not to be moved at the Ce 
wicked Men, 
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R 2 XI. et you do or ſpeak, let it 
always be done in its proper Order, and in a ſuit- 
able Manner. Let that which is of greateſt Im- 

- portance be-firſt taken care of. Seek ye firſt the 
Kingdom of God, and his Righteouſneſs, Matt. vi. 33. 


Let 1 Things be ſpoken and done ſeriouſly. 
# Let good and friendly Offices be performed with 
T Charity and Good-will, not grudgingly or of 
5 Neceſſity.

Hypocriſy may 
for a while deceive the World; but in a little 
Time it will be detected, and Nader an Hypo- 


crite odious to Men, as he always is to Gov. 


RULE XIII. . in Charity with all Men; that 
is, fill your Heart with a ſincere Love for all 
Mankind, Friends, Strangers, and even Ene- 
mies, if vou have any. It you cannot always do 
j this for their Sakes who are of the ſame Nature 
1 with you, yet do it for the Sake of Gon your 


| Cfeator, who commands it; and of Cnr1sT your 
| Redeemer, 


FF of L1vrs. grunt 
Redeemer. who, whilſt we were yet Sinners, and | 
thereby Enemies, died for us. Root out from 
your Mind all Envy, Malice, Hatred, and Ill na- 
ture. Theſe are the Storms and T empeſts of the 
Soul, and the chief Cauſes of all the Diſturbances 
in the World. Let all Bitterneſs, and Wratb, and 
Auger, and Clamour, and evil Speaking,” be put away 
from you, <with-all Malice. And be ye kind one is 
anether, tender hearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Chriſt's Sake bath forgiven you, Eph. i. 
31, 32. Particularly never be angry with a Man, 
and much leſs hate him, for being of a different 
Perſuaſion from you in Matters of Religion. 7 
Servant of the Lord muſt not ſirive, but be gentle 
veto all Men, patient, in Meekneſs inſtructing thoſe 
that oppoſe themſebves, 2 Tim. ii. 24, 25. In many 
Caſes you innocently may, and ſometimes you 
ought, by lawful Means to defend yourſelt from 
an Injury : But never do or fay any Thing be-" 
yond what is neceſſary for your own juſt Defence, 
or by Way of Revenge. For Vengeance is the 

| Lord's, and He will repay it. Be not therefore overe l 
come of Evil, but overcome Evil with Good, Rom. Ws | 
xi!,19, 21. Scarce any Man is capable of hating 
another, who, he finds, ſince:ely loves him. 
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RuLz XIV. Affability, and innocent Ches el 
nels in Converſation, very much tend to maintain 
Good, will and Agreement among thoſe who con- 
verſe together. Let it therefore always be your” 
Care, in | whatever Company you are, that your 
Diſcourſe, in your Turn, be rational, eaſy, and 
:noffenſive. Abſtain from all biting and ſaty- 
rical Jeſts and Speeches, which will be remem⸗ 


vered by others, when they are forgotten by your mn 
T here! 
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There is no Man but will take it ill to be ſet in 
an odious or ridiculous Light, although it be but 
in Sport. | 


RuLe XV. Be always ready, according to your 
Power, to relieve the Poor, and help the Diſtreſſ- 
ed. This will give great Delight to your own 
Mind, and gain you the Good-will of all that 
know you. Remember the Fortune you enjoy 
15 not your own, but Gop's. He is the Pro- 
prietor, you are only the Steward of it, and muſt 
one Day give a ſtrict Account of your Steward- 


 Mip. If therefore in your Accounts, there may 


be many large Articles of Things that are un- 
neceſſary, and might have been ſpared, and but 
a few ſmall ones tor the Relief of the Poor, the 
Fatherleſs, and the Widows, can you ever hope 
to receive the Reward of a faithful Steward or 


Servant? 


Rur XVI. Be well content with your own 
Condition, whatſoever it be. Endeavour by ho- 
neſt Labour and Induſtry, to make your Circum- 
ſtances better than they are, for the Good both 
of yourſelf and others. But if ſuch your Endea- 
vours do not meet with Succeſs, or if heavy 
Afflictions bear hard upon you, remember that 
Gor governs the World by a particular Provi- 
dence, That a Sparrow does not fall to the Ground 
without Him; Matt. x. 29. That whom the Lord

any Manner of Wrong to another. It is a very 


unacceptable Thing to be a Buſy-body in other

Rure XIX. Engage not in any Party Quar- 
rels (whether public or private) any farther than 
the Laws of God or your Country oblige you, 
left you be cruſhed between them.

healed with a Scar left behind; and to keep your 
Enemy at a Diſtance, than to engage with him 
when the Victory is uncertain. 


'Rvr. x XXI. Lead not an idle SY but be 
- conſtantly employed in ſome honeſt Buſineſs, 
whereby you may do Good both to yourſelf and 
others. Idleneſs will betray you into many Evils 
and Inconveniencies: For the Spirit of Man is of 
an active Nature, and, rather than be aJtogether 
idle, will be apt to employ itſelf in that which is 
Evil. Nor does a Man ever lie more open to 
Temptation, than when he has nothing at all to 
do. If therefore you would keep yourſelf inno- 
cent, you muſt be careful to keep yourſelf always 
employed. For, beſides that Idleneſs would prove 
2 Snare to you, it is a Shame and a Sin, when 
there is ſo much of God's Work to be done in 
ehe World, that any Man, wao pretends to be.his 
Servant, ſhould ſtand Rill, and not put his help- 
ing Hand towards carrying ie on.

Lawful Gain may and ought to be made of 
the Buſineſs which you engage in.

T hey that will be rich, fall into Temptation, a 
nave, and into many fooliſh and hurtful Luſts, e 
arown Men in Deſtrufion and Perditzon ; for the 
Love of Meney is the Root of all Evil, „in

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9, 10. Among other Qualifications of a righteous 
Man, this is one, That he deſpijeth the Gain of Op- 
prefſions, Ha. xxxiii. 15. That is to fay, all Gain 
but what is juſt and honeſt. Gain is a very ſtrong 
Temptation, againſt which therefore you muſt 
be very watchful, and upon your Guard. 


RULE XXV. If very much Bubnels unavoid- 
ably comes at once upon you, be not diſcouraged, 
for that will make you negligent ; but conſider 
how to put it in the beſt Order, that one Thing 
may be done after another, or Without hindering 


each other. 


Roce XXVI. Be always a good Manager of | 
your Time, and lay hold of each Oppertunity 
that offers, for the doing whatever is neceſſary to 
be done. It you neglect a proper Opportunity, 
you may not perhaps meet with it _— ; Whereas 
by dexterouſly laying hold of it, whenever it of- 
ters, you will be able to diſpatch much Buſineſs 
in a little Time; and if you accuſtom yourſelf 
to riſe early, you will find that you have Time 
enough to do all the Buſineſs that you have to 
do; and much more than Perſons who riſe late 
will think pony to be done: 


RuLz XXVII. Always conſider the probable 
Conſequences of what you intend to do ; that 
you may guard againſt thoſe that are evil or 
inconvenient. A Thing may at firſt Sight look 
very plauſibly, but if you look well to what may 
follow from it, you may find good Reaſons for 
laying it aſide, or at leaſt for altering your

Rol XXVIII. Conſult with yourſelf; and 
with others who are knowing and honeſt, about 
every Thing of Moment which you are to under- 
take ; but waſte not that Time in unprofitable 
Talk about it, which may be better employed in 
doing it. Thought is quick; and when a wite 
Man is once well informed (of which he will take 
Care) he will not be long in deliberating What is 
belt to be done: But many a good Opportunity 
has been loſt, by too much Conſultation about its 
A wiſe Man thinks much, winch is ſoon dong 
but ſpeaks no more than what is neceſſary, being 
2 good Huſband of his Time, which is very pre» 
cious. 


Rule XXIX. Where you are not able to finiſh 
a Buſineſs without the Help of others, call ig 
peedily ſuch Perſons to your Aſſiſtance as are 
fit to be employed in it. The more Hands are 
employed, the more Work is done; provided 
they are managed inſuch good Order, as not to 
be an Hindrance to one another. 


Ro LE XXX. Take ſome proper Times d to re- 
lax your Thoughts from all Buſineſs, that you 
may be the better able to return to it. A heavy 
Load, conſtantly borne without any Intermiſſion, 
wilt waſte your Strength,” and make you unfit for 
every Thing. And at ſuch Seaſons as thele, 

Divert yourſelf with reading ſome pleaſant and 
innocent Books, which at the ſame Time may 
entertain and inſtruct you, without much Labour 
of Thought. But beware of all ſuch Books; 
Poems, Pictures, Sc. as are profane, lewd on 
debauched.

Jatable Poiſon. There may be Wit in them, but 


it you read them they will inſenſibly corrupt both 


your Morals and Principles. 
Or entertain yourſelf with a few agreeable

ſenſible; whoſe Converſation and Behaviour may 


enkven your Spirits, withour the leaſt Danger of 
corrupting your Heart. Bur ſhun F latterers, 
who, for ſome little Ends of their own, will ſooth 
and encourage you in every Thing you ſay or 5 
whether it be right or wrong. 

Or uſe moderate Exerciſe, of ſuch Kind as 
is moſt agreeable to you, moſt ſuited to your 


Conſtitution, and moſt conducive to your Health, 


Or there may be no Harm in ſometimes amuſ- 


ing yourſelf at any of the cuſtomary Games of 


Chance and Skill, with an agreeable Friend or 
ewo. But never play for any T hing that is con- 
fiderable, or more than you or your Friend may 
win or loſe without any Manner of Concern, Re- 


member it is deſigned to be Diverſion, not Buſi- 


neſs. It it 848% too much of your Time or 
Thought, or provokes your Paſſions, it changes 
its Nature, loſes its End, and ceaſes to be inno- 


ent. 


Rurx XXXI. At all Times keep your b Paſ. 
fions under your Command. Let them ever be 
guided by your Reaſon, but never be a Guide to 


it. Like Fire and Water, they are good Servants, 


but very bad Maſters. And if you ſuffer them 
to lead your Reaſqn, they will often betray you 


w lay and do ſuch Things, as will hurt yourſelf, 
e 
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diſoblige your Friends, create you Enemies; and 1 
expole you to Scorn and Contempt. 
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Ruus XXXII. Take Care of yout Health, 
for the Sake of your Relations and Dependants, 
as well as for your own Sake: And for that Rea» 
ſun, as well as upon a Principle of Conſcienee, 
be ftriftly ſober and temperate in Eating and 
Drinking. Intemperance is the Cauſe of many 
| Diſeaſes. Sickneſs is always a melancholy Con- 
dition; but moſt of all fo, when it is cauſed bx 
a Man's own Irregularity or Intemperance. 


RLE XXXIII. Be very cautious what Sort of 
Friendſhips and Acquaintance you contract. The 
Character and Succeſs of your whole Life in a 
great Meaſure depends upon it, Become not ia» 
miliar on any Account with ignorant, empty, of 
vicious Perſons, from whom you can learn no- 
thing but Vice or Folly. Euer not into the Path 
of the Wicked, and go not in the Way of evil Men: 
Avoid it, paſs not by it, turn from it, and paſs away, 
Prov. iv. 14, 15. But endeavour, as much as you 
can, always to keep Company with Men of the 
beſt Reputation for Integrity and Knowledge in 
their reſpective Stations and Callings. Aſſociat 
ing with ſuch Perſons will be of real Service to 
You, eſtabliſh your Credit in the World, and con- 
tribute to your Improvement both in Wiſdom 
and Virtue, 


Ruts XXXIV. Be diſpoſed to comply with 

all the innocent Cuſtoms and Manners of he 

Place where you live, and the Company that you 

Keep, as far as you can with Prudence; But bes 
þ ſure 
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ſure that they are innocent; and follow not a 
Multitude to do Evil. Remember that you are 
a Chriſtian, and be neither aſhamed nor afraid to 
ſpeak and act like one upon all Occaſions. Be 
ready to give an Anſwer to every Man that aſfeth 
2 a Reaſon of the Hope that is in you, 1 Pet. iii. 
Neither affecting to be thought a Saint, nor 
ck to be deemed a Hypocrite by any Man 
for ſo doing. But be not fond of entering into 
Debates about controverted or myſterious Points 
of Religion, of which you may be wholly igno- 
rant without any Hazard of your Salvation. Such 
Diſputes often do great Harm, and ſeldom do 
any Good, 


RNourxXXXV. Have Gon in e 

ſtudy to know and do his Will, and be inſtant 
in Prayer to Him, through the Mediation of our 
Lord JEsus ChRISG, for the Aſſiſtance of his 
Holy Spirit to preſerve and direct you.

Rayon: why Maſters ſhould not omit Inrolling 
their Apprentices. 


VERY Citizen of London, upon his Admiſ- 
fion into the Freedom thereof, makes Oath, 
that he will inroll his Apprentice, or pay ſuch Fine 
as ſhall be reaſonably impoſed upon him for omit- 
ting the fame. And no Perſon is ever admitted 
into the Freedom by Servitude, if he was not in- 
rolled, without a Fine of gs, 24. being paid for 
ſuch Omiſſion. 


But this Fine is the leaſt Inconvenience accru- 
ing from the Omiſſion of Inrollment. For the 
Apprentice has it thereby in his own Power, with- 
out the Conſent either of Maſter, Parent, or 
Friends, to ſue out his Indenture, and be abſo- 
lutely diſcharged from his Maſter, during any 
Part of the ſeven Years (after the firſt | 18 fully ex- 
pired) without giving any other Reaſon, than that 
he was not inrolled. The Knowledge of this Cuſ- 
tom of London, (which ſomebody or other is ge- 
nerally unkind enough to communicate to ſuch 
Apprentices as are di! [noſed to take Advantage of 
it) 
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it) has proved the Ruin of Hundreds of them ; 
for being ſenſible that it is entirely in their Power 
to leave their Service whenever they pleaſe, they 
too often preſume upon it to behave in a pert un- 
becoming Manner to their Maſters, to neglec 
their Buſineſs, and take to ſuch bad Courſes, as 
end in the Loſs of a Servant to a Maſter, and of 
2 Son and Money to a Parent; which in all Pro» 
bability might have been prevented, if the Ap- 
prentice had been inrolled. 


- There are many Citizens who omit inrolling 
their Apprentices, from a Notion, that by ſuch 
Omiſſion they have it in their Power to part with 
them if chey ſhould prove diſorderly. But this is 

a great Miſtake; ſince the Maſter ean no more 
turn him away when he is not Tarolled, than when 
he is. For the Inrollment is no Obligation upon 
the Maſter to keep the Apprentice, more than 
before he was inrolled, 


In either Caſe, if the Apprentice is turned away, 
he has a Right to bring his Action againſt the 
Maſter upon the Covenants of his Indenture. 


N. B. If the Apprentice ſhould refuſe to 89 
to the Chamberlain's Office to be inrolled, the 
Chamberlain, if applied to, will ſummons him to 
appear before him; and if he does not appear 
upon ſuch Summons, or if he ſhould appear, and 
not ſhew ſufficient Cauſe Why he ought not to be 1 
inrolled, the Chamberlain will make ſuch an En- 1 
try in the Books of his Office as will bar the = 
Apprentice from diſcharging himſelf. 1
